A t Columbus Next 
Week. 


Officials and employes of the 
East Liverpool office of the Ohio 
Bell Telephone company have been 
invited to attend the annual con­ 
vention of the 
Ohio Independent 
Telephone association in Columbus 
on April 12 and 13, when the speak­ 
er will be Dr. Thomas A. Watson, 
who was Alexander Graham Bell’s 
assistant in the invention of the 
telephone. 
This will be Dr. W atson’s first 
appearance in Ohio as a speaker. 
He heard the first intelligible sen­ 
tence over the telephone. It was— 
Mr. Watson, please come here, I 
want you.” The words came from 
Bell over 
a wire running from 
Exeter place, Boston, where Bell 
had set up a laboratory. This his­ 
toric sentence was transm itted on 
March IO. 1876. 
Thomas A. Watson was born on 
January 18. 1854, in Salem, Mass. 
At the age of 13 he left school and 
went to work in a store.

— The 
presidential candidacy of Frank 
Un D Roosevelt continues to sweep 
all obstacles aside with such »pe<- 
tarular regularity that many Dem­

as an accomplished 
fact. 
Some 
still hope for his defeat. 
but they concede that only an ex­ 
traordinary reversal of form or a 
desperate stand in the convention 
can stop him. 
The opposition has been surpris­ 
ed not only by Ills strength, but by 
their own weakness. 
During the last week, In the New 
York and 
Wisconsin 
primaries 
Governor Roosevelt has flattened 
still further hopes of those few 
leaders who felt that Alfred 
E 
Smith might stop tho procession. 
One more favorite son. 
Senator 
Joe T. Robinson of Arkansas, has 
stepped aside to leave a delegation 
unpledged hut friendly to Roose­ 
velt. 
A tactical victory, at least. 
was won by selection of Senator 
Alban 
Barkely 
of 
Kentucky 
a 
Roosevelt man, 
as 
the 
national 
convention keynoter. 
Smith, Garner, Checked. 
The defeat of Smith successively 
in 
New 
Hampshire, 
Minnesota, 
Maine, Wisconsin, and the single 
contested New York district, has 
coincided with a recession of ac­ 
tivity on behalf of Speaker John 
N. Garner, the other great hope of 
the stop-Roosevelt movement. 
Nor have the fortunes of any 
favorite son been benefited m ater­ 
ially- 
In fact, except for one or 
two delegates, 
no candidate but 
Roosevelt has won any support at 
all outside his home state. “Alfal­ 
fa Bill” Murray of Oklahoma has 
on* In North Dakota, 
and Smith 
probably one In Wisconsin. 
Of the 338 delegates chosen thus 
far, 174 are counted definitely for 
Roosevelt. Murray has 23, James 
A. Reed of Missouri, 
36, 
Smith 
probably I. 
All 
the 
remaining 
104 are in doubt, but 84 of them be­ 
long to New York, generally ex­ 
pected to go 
preponderantly 
to 
Roor^velt. 
On the basis of this showing, and 
with other victories 
assured for 
the near future. Roosevelt

agers are nouadlng the band-wagon 
call with great effect In the terri­ 
tory still In dispute. The opposl 
Hon battles on. with It* back to 
the wall, as 
Its 
disappointments 
multiply. 
Hoover Forces Heartened. 
Meantime, the Republican 
sup­ 
porters of President Hoover are 
heartened 
tremendously 
by 
the 
downturns from their party's pri­ 
mary in Wisconsin. 
The 
figures 
still are Incomplete, but there ap­ 
pears no doubt the administration 
forces 
have 
made 
considerable 
gains against the La Follette insur­ 
gents. Hoover may. In the 
end, 
have a majority of the delegation. 
Of 
course, the President does 
not need Wisconsin support to get 
the nomination. To date he has 231 
of the 269 Republican delegates ae 
letted, and a renomination is as 
sured. But the vote of confidence 
given him 
In 
this northwestern 
state, of all others, is cheering the 
Republican hearts which have been 
saddened by dark 
prophecies 
of 
party losses In the elections this 
fall. 
The Wisconsin vote is Important 
just In so far as it may be taken 
as an index to the Hoover strength 
elsewhere. 
The 
Republican party 
leaders have insisted all along that 
however low the president’s stock 
might go. a rally would come be­ 
fore election. They hope the Wis­ 
consin upturn means that the rally 
is definitely on the way.

It fouud the system w ant­ 
ing in m any respects, pointed to 
the county as “unique for the sn- 
f r u ity and complexity of its gov­ 
ernm ental 
system ,” 
cited 
m uch 
overlapping of powers and func­ 
tions of county officials, and recom ­ 
m ended num erous changes it be­ 
lieves would improve th e system 
greatly. 
The survey was conducted by Dr. 
Ii C. Atkinson and C- H. M ayhugh. 
They chose the following counties 
for the survey as providing a cross­ 
section of all sixes and types In the 
sta te : Franklin, H am ilton. Butler, 
M ahoning. M ontgomery, Colum bia­ 
na.

Sum m arizing the findings,

Institute charged th at county gov­ 
ernm ent in Ohio is extrem ely de­ 
centralized. "It consists of from fif- 
t en to 20 separate offices, boards 
and com m issions, the m ajority of 
which are filled by election.” 
No Executive Officer. 
The county has no chief execu 
th e officer, it was noted. It was as 
s i ted th a t though the com m ission­ 
er., have som e of the functions of 
such an official, they lack the pow­ 
er to appoint and rem ove th e prin­ 
cipal adm inistrative officers, and 
because of their election such of­ 
ficers are not responsible to the 
t nm m issioners 
or 
other 
county 
authority. 
The Institute found "num bers cf 
cases of overlapping of activities 
and duties and duplication of work 
am ong county officers.''

office. lu some counties it found 
considerable duplication of expen­ 
diture accounts among the various 
offices.

am ong entirely separate and inde­ 
pendent offices, the in stitu te said 
tax adm inistration, for one thing, 
i» divided between the treasu rer 
aud auditor,

use of laborsaving m achinery in 
the preparation of tax lists and tax 
hilts, and norm ally blocking a Joint ; 
use of employees, which would pre- 
mit a reduction in the size of the 
force. T here were o th er instances 
oi related activities being scatter­ 
ed. 
System Is Burdensome. 
The survey found the present uni­ 
form system of county organization 
"especially burdensom e aud costly 
in sm all counties." H ere it was 
pointed out 
th at the 
per capita 
operating expenses of the six of­ 
fices whose work is the m ost near­ 
ly standardized in ch aracter was 
found to increase steadily as the 
in su latio n of the county falls be­ 
low jO.OOO. 
As to the tenure of officers, the 
Institute believes the term of offi­ 
cers is relatively short. "A lim it of 
two term s la fixed by the constitu­ 
tion for sheriffs and treasu rers and 
ii practically an unw ritten law as 
to other offices in m ost counties.” 


O fficers Lack Training. 
In the rural counties exam ined, 
the investigators said they found 
the m ajority of persons employed 
in the elective offices had not come 
from em ploym ents providing direct 
training for th eir present duties. 
They also 
reported 
finding

num ber of em ployees In elective 
offices 
frequently 
excessive. 
In 
this conection, it was pointed out 
that a "m ajority of th e employees 
in the clerical offices had not been 
clerical w orkers, and of 43 deputy 
sheriffs only IO had had previous 
police experience either w ithin or 
outside th e sheriff's office."

the basis of standards

counties, ru ral county offices w ere 
found to be "very heavily staffed." 
In the field of financial adm inis­ 
tration, the survey disclosed th at
